ANOTHER GREAT. BATTLE. 
By the arrival of the steamers Vigo and Ade- 
laide we are in possession of three days’ later in- 
telligence from Europe. As was confidently ex- 
pected the Allies have again given the Austrians 
battle. ‘The engagement took place on Friday, 
June 24th, and lasted from 4 o'clock in the 
morning until 8 o'clock in the even pg—six- 
teen hours. We have no other details of the 
fight except that the Austrian’s line of battle 
extended five leagues—occupying, doubt- 
less, left bank of the Mincio near- 
ly the entire distance from Mantua to 
Pescliiera—and that-the Allies were victo-. 
rious, captering cannon, flags and prisoners. 
This news reaches us through French 
and mast be received "with some de- 
yree of allowauce until the Austrian version 
of the affair comes fo hand. That the battle 
was by far the most fiercely contested, as well 
as the most bloody of the campaign, we have 
' no doubt. The Austrian forces on the Mincio 
were represented by previous accounts to be 
280,000 strong. The Provinces <f the Empire 
had been drained of troops, and they were , 
3 7 concentrated upon the “historic square,” where 
they doubtless hoped to break the prestige 
of the victorious Allies and give a perma- 
nent check to their forward movement. 
A considerable portion of this immense force 
was"doubtless in the garrison of Mantua, Leg- 
nago, Peschiera and Verona, but it is altoegeth- 
‘er probable that by far the larger part of it 
was actively engaged in the battle. If the 
4French accounts of the result be true, the re- 
mainder of the campaign will most likely be 
devoted to carryiug on siege against the four 
places dbove named, all of which are strongly 
fortified. llow long they will be able to hold 
out against the improved ordnance at the com- 
mand of the Allies, and the impetuous, valor of 
an enemy flushed with repeated -victories on 
the open field, time ‘alone will determine.

Letter from Alderman Long. 
Etors Press and Tribune : 


Gentiruenx :-—Judge Goodrich, in his note of 
yesterday on the late injunction case, admits all 
that we claim, viz: that we consulted with bim 
and Judge Wilson on the subject of our in- 
debtedness, laying the whole matter fylly before 
them. But,-we differ in our understanding of 
the opinion then given, which we tried to ob- 
tain in writing, but could not, and the ordi- 
nance authorizing the funding of $100,000 was 
drawa up in good faith, as we understood that 
opinion tobe. Judge Goodrich says. and has it 
put in italics, “we distinctly and emphatically 
told them, that in our opinion, they could not 
for the purpose of payiug off existing indebted- 
ness, nor, for any other purpose, loan money by 
the issue of bonds m any one year exceeding 
in amount one hundred thousaud dollars.’ 
Judge Wilson, in his decision says, “ without 
doubt the Common Council could obtain an ex- 
tens on of credit on the existing debt of the 
city.” . He does not limit the amount—and it 
is fair to infer that the two Judges differ in their 
own vpinion—but I hold thy Witson is 
right in this, for if it was otherwise, the whole 
power of the Charter to borrow $100,000 annu- 
ally could be exhausted by any outgoing admin- 
istration whose ill willor caprice might be so 
far excited; a contingency to which the Legis- 
lature never intended to subject the City Gov- 
ernment. In ijeed this is precisely, the case at 
present. Mr. Wentworth by destroying the 
bonds legally issued by the Common Council, 
at the end of his administration, carried the 
debt over to his successors, and in turn they 
are compelled to hand it duwn, aad so it wiil be 
continted, till relief is obtained by appeal to 
the Supreme Court; or achaage in the Char- 
ter is affected through the Legislature. 

Neither of the gentlemen, in Judicial capacity 
nor off the bench, when spoken to on the sub- 

ject of our finances and the absolute necessity 

of some species of borrowing to meet the imper- 
ative and lawful demands upou the Treasary be- 
fore the collection of the accruing taxes, has 
questioned the right of the city to issue war- 
rauts upon the same. They only say issue no 
more “Bonds.” I can sce no difference be- 
tween a Bond drawn in the form adopted by the, 
city officers and a Warraut upon the treasury— 
both are simply evidences of indebtedness, are 
negotiable and the faith and revenues of the 
city are, and should be, pledged for their pay- 
ment.

TEE GREAT BALLOON VOYAGE. 


Thrilling or Prof. 


[From the ¥. Tifbose, Sth.) 

On Saturday at 10:20 A. M. we were skirting 
along the Canada sbore, aud passed near the 
mouth of the Welland Cava!, and soon began 
to mount for our most easterly current, so as 
to take Buffalo in our track, but we circled up 
into it between Buffalo and Ni. igara Falls, cross- 
ing Grand Island leaving Buflalo to the right 
and Loekport tothe leftof us. In our onward 
course, finding ourselves in the State of New 
York, but too far north to make the city 8f New 
Y ork, it was agreed that we wovld make a lapd 
ing near Rochester, detach ihe boat, leave out 
Mr. Yager and Mr. Hyde, aud Mr. La Mountain 
and inyself pursue the vor age to a point at Bos 
ton or Portland.” Accordingly we descended 
gradually, but before we got ww within « thou- 
sand feet of the earth, we found a most terrible 
gale sweeping along below. The surface of 
the earth was filled with elouds of dust, and { 
told my friends certain destruction awaited us, 
if we should toucli the earth in that tornade- 
The huge Atlantic wasmakio, a terrific swee) 
earthward. Already we were “near the tops o! 
tops of trees of a tall forest, and I cried oui 
somewhat excitedly, for God's sake heave ou: 
anything you can lay your Lauds on La Moun- 
tain, and in another moment he responded al! 
right, standing on the side of the boat with « 
shaft and wheels intended for the working of 
the fan wheels, and ready to heave it shotl:! 
it be necessary. 
My Hyde looked up to my car and very so! 
emuly said,“ Ths is av exciting time,*Profer- 
sor. What shall we do?” “Trust to Provi- 
dence and all our energics, said 1. We were 
fast rupning onto Lake Ontario, and ob! how 
terribly it was foaming, mouving and howling. 
I said,“ La Mountain, | have 150 pounds ci 
ballast in my car yet, and abe savy valise, an ex- 
press bag, sent by the U.S. Express Company, 
and a lotof provisions. Well, if that won't dv 
I will cat up the boat for ballast, and we can 
keep above water until we reach the Opposite 
shore,” which was near a |inudred miles off, ii 
the direction we were going. Here I handed 
my ballast down to La Me ‘untain, as we were 4 
rapidly mounting abaye the terrific gale, believ- 
ing by that course we should ut least get out cf 
the main track. Everything now indicated that 
we should perish in the waicr or on land, and 
our only salvation was to keep afloat until we 
got out of the gale if we could, I said, “you 
must all get into the basket if you want to be 
saved, should we ever reach land—and I truly 
tell you, the perils of the Jands are even more 
terrible than those of the water with our ma 
chines, and it would be easicr to meet death by 
drowning than to have our bodies mangled by 
dashing against rocks aud trees.” 
By this time Mr. Ga_ev and Mr. Hyde hed 
clambered into the basket wiih me. Mr. Hyde 
said very coolly, “ lam prepared to die, but 
] would rather die on land than in the water.’ 
I said, What do you say, Mr. Gayer?” He 
replied, “I would rather facet it on land, but 
do as you think best.” Mp. La Mountain was 
busily engaged in collectiny what he could for 
ballast. Everything was ow Valuable to us 
that had weight Our caret bags, our instru- 
ments, the express bag, ur provisions, were 
all ready to go, and go they did, one aftcr 
another, until we were reduced to the express 

; that went overboard last. 
Ye descried the shore, some forty miles 
ahead, peering between a sombre bank of clouds 
and the water horizon, but we were seeping st 
a fearful rate upon the turbulent water, and ip 
another monfent crash weut the boat upon t): 
water, sidewise, staving in two of the plauks, 
and giving our whole cratt two fearful- jerks, by 
twe succeeding waves. La Mountain stuck oa 
the boat like a bero, but iost his hat, and got a 
dash of the waves, but sooa recovered, and 
threw over the express beg and last remaining 
ballast, and cried out, “ be easy, gertlemen, Iii 
have ber afloat once more.” In another mo- 
ment, we were up a few hundred feet again, and 
the steam propelier Youug America was tacking 
across our track. 
I now proposed to swamp the boat and bal- 
loon in the lake, and trast to being picked up by

share our fate, and he aise clambered into the 
basket just as we were reaching the land. 

I saw by the swaying to and fro of the lofty 
trees into which we mast inevitably dash, that 
our worst perils were at hand, but I still bad 
a blind hope that we would bs ‘saved. I order- 
ed two men on the valve rope, and we struck 
within a hundred yards of the water, among 
some scattered trees, our book, which was of 
inch and « quarter iron, breaking like a ps 
stem at the first catch of it im a tree, an 
borling through tree tops at a fearful rate. At 
ter dashing along this way fur ong, a mile, 
erashing and breaking down trees, we were

DREADFUL MUBDER AT BREMEN. 


Evcape of the Perpetrator of the Deed. 


The Corcner yesterday, upon information, 
preceeded to the town of Bremen, in this coun- 
ty, where he convened a jury and held an in- 
quest on the body of Fredenek Herbst, who was 
killed on the Fourth of July, on the public high- 
way, being the town line between the towns of 
Bremen and Orland, by a man named Jacob 
Schoenick. 

A Mr. Mather gave evidence that he was 
walking along the road when he heard loud 
words between Herbst and Schoenick ; they 
facing one another, and stood about a foot apart, 
bat Schoenick came up to witness and told him 
to go on and not look back, nor tell what he 
had heard or seen. Witness walked on)-some 
distance, and on hearing a scream he looked 
round, but could see nothing, ‘as there was a 
rise in the ground which prevented him from 
seeing the parties. 

Other witpesses testified to the fact of Herbst 
being stabbed on that spot. From all the evi- 
dence we learn that the parties came from their 
farms in Will County, to fish at Bremen, when 
there they got into a dispute about an old mat- 
ter of ditehing on their farms, which had pre- 
viously led to a lawsuit and Herbst’s triump), 


when stabbed Herbst in the abdomen, 
so that his bowels protruded, and he died in 
great agony ou Sunday night. 


There was no struggle or fight previous to 
the stabbing, according to the evidence that we 
obiained. The testimony of a boy who was 
present at the stabbing is needed, but he has 
left and cannot be found. 

The Coroner’s'jury found a verdict that de- 
ceased, Frederick Herbst, had died from being 
stabbed in the belly with a knife or other sharp 
instrument in the hands of Jacob Schoenick.
